ANITUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YLAR  1 942 « 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-first 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ended  st  December,  1942* 

It  13  customary  to  economise  in  paper  these  days 
and,  corse  luenLly ,  economy  in  words  follows  suit. 

One  o,,‘  two  features  are  worthy  of  notice.  The 
death  rate  v/as  as  compared  rlth  ii.50  for  the  previous 

year.  The  biroh  rate  was  slijditly  hia’''-er,  being  15*81 
compared  with  15*4^  in  1941>  which  gives  us  a  balance  on  the 
right  aide. 

The  infantile  death  rate  (under  one  year)  has  taken 
a  favourable  turn  this  year  again  and  was  46*45  compared  with 
56.65  in  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria  -  There  were  30  cases  notified  during  the 
year.  Of  these  17  were  adults,  5  between  5  and  15  years  of  age 
in  children  who  had  not  been  immunised;  4  between  5  nnd  15  had 
been  immunised  and  5  under  5  had  not  been  immunised.  The  latter 
were  all  mild  types  of  sore  throat  with  a  positive  swab. 

At  the  end  of  1942  the  Immunisation  figures  were  as 
follows:-  49*931^  of  children  under  5  and  67*69^  between  5  and 

giving  a  total  of  62.11;^  immunised  of  all  children  under  15* 
These  figures  are  for  those  attending  the  Immunisation  Clinic 
and  do  not  include  those  children  who  had  been  iLimunised  by  their 
own  doctors. 

On  j.  Ilf  or  Ilia  G  ion  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
69  Authorities  state  that  80;$  or  more  children  between  5  and 
15  have  been  immunisea;  34  report  more  than  70^5  and  15  report 
more  than  GOj1>  immunised.  We  are  gradually  approaching  the 
minimum  requirement  of  80jj  of  the  school  population  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  reach  this. 

An  attempt  to  stimulate  interest  in  Immunisation  and 
to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  parents  is  being  tried  by  sending 
from  my  Department  a  Birthday  Card  to  every  child  on  reaching 
the  age  of  one.  Personal  a^iiproach  seems  to  be  the  most  effective 
method  of  obtaining  parental  acquiescence. 

Tuberculosis  -  28  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  the  non- 


pulmonary  type,  of  which  there  were  9  as  compared  with  5  in 
the  previous  year. 

Scabies  -  The  Scabies  Clinic  is  serving  a  very 
useful  purpose,  52  adults  and  122  children  received  treatment 
from  March  to  December,  1942,  and  the  willingness  with  which 
the  staff  of  the  First  Aid  Post  have  undertaken  this  work  is 
highly  appreciated. 

On  the  whole,  in  a  final  sumuing  up,  the  health  of 
the  District  is  very  favourable  considering  the  physical  and 
mental  strain  upon  the  population.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
people  are  working  very  hard  indeed  and  hours  are  long.  Food 
presents  little  or  no  thrill  although  it  is  sufficient  for 
one’s  needs;  the  hours  of  the  black-out  are  depressing,  but 
everyone  seems  to  be  standing  up  well  under  the  strain.  I 
am  sure  I  am  expressing  the  earnest  hope  of  everyone  ohat  ere 
long  our  Forces,  and  those  of  our  Allies,  will  have  achieved 
Victory  over  the  enemy  so  that  Peace  will  be  re-established  on 
the  Earth  and  Goodwill  be  amohgst  Men.

SCABIES. 


A  Cleansing  Centre  was  established  in  March,  at  the 
Slipper  Baths,  Station  Road,  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies. 
Sessions  were  held  as  occasion  demanded.  Approximately 
6-8  persons  were  bathed  and  treated  at  each  Session. 

During  the  period  March  to  December,  52  adults  and 
122  children  received  treatment.  Personal  clothing  was 
disinfected  in  each  case  and,  where  necessary,  bedding  and 
rooms  were  also  disinfected. 

The  Centre  was  staffed  by  members  of  the  full-time 
staff  of  the  First  Aid  post,  Derby  Road.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  36th  Annual  Report 
as  sanitary  Inspector,

The  year  under  review  has.  been  an  exceptional  one, 
especially  with  regard  to  cleansing  and  salvage  and  special 
efforts  were  made  to.  secure  as  much  salvage  as  possible  in  order 
to  find  material  for  munitions* 

During  the  year  a  Direction  was  served  on  the 
Council  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply  for  the  collection  of  kitchen 
waste.  250  bins  were  obtained  and  placed  in  various  parts  of 
the  Town  and  the  first  collection  took  place  in  Marsh  '1943*  I 
might  add  that  this  innovation  of  depositing  food  waste  in  the 
Council's  bins  has  been  well  supported  by  the  public  and,  in 
addition,  pig-keepers  are  now  very  keen  to  purchase  the  concentrated 
food  which  is  obtained  from  the  kitchen  waste.  In  several 
instances  pig-keepers  e.'ave  up  collecting  kitchen  waste  as  they 
found  it  was  cheaper  and  more  satisfactory  to  take  delivery  of 
the  concentrated  food. 


The  report  on  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  is  for 
the  financial  year  ending  3'1  st  March,  1943#  The  materials 
salvaged  and  sold  for  the  year  r;mounted  to  £2,477*  9*  9d.  as 

compared  v/ith  £2,014*  6.  11d.  for  the  previous  year. 

Ov/ing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  it  was  necessary 
for  the  workmen  to  be  employed  on  overtime  for  baling  in  order 
to  cope  with  the  quantity  of  paper  salvaged. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  for 
proceedings  to  be  taken  for  the  theft  of  salvage  v/hich  had 
been  placed  near  dust  bins  on  the  public  high^vay.

THE  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMIKATION  OF  MILK, 

72  SampO.es  o.f  Milk  v/ere  submit  tea  to  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council's  Laboratory  for  e.xaminntion,  (a)  by  the 
Methylene  33 ue  Test,  (b)  for  Coliforra  Bacilli  and  (c)  for 
Tubercle  Bacilli. 

In  accoraance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  at  its  meeting  in  June  1941  ,  samples  from  the  two 
pasteurising  plants  have  been  submitted  for  examination  each 
month.  12  samples  were  submitted.  Ten  of  the  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 

Of  the  72  samples  taken  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  seven  proved  positive.  Five  of  these  samples  were 
produced  outside  the  Urban  District  and  two  within  the  District. 

The  County  Medical  Officers  concerned  v/ere  notified  and 
as  a  result  five  cov/s  were  found  to  be  affected  with 
Tubercu.Iosis,  and  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  1937.

commencing  July,  1942*  This  ia  a  saving  in  transport  of  three 
miles  per  journey.
